PART I - GENERAL 

(METHOD OF RECRUITMENT ) 
1. These Rules may be called the Mechanical Engi 
neering and Transportation (Power ) Department of 
the Superior Revenue Establishment of Indian Rail 
ways Recruitment Rules. 
2 . For the purpose of these Rules 
(a ) "Government” means the Government of 

India . 
( b ) " The Commission " means the Union Public 

Service Commission . 
" The Service " means service in the Mechantcal 
Engineering and Transportation (Power ) 
Department of the Superior Revenue Estab 

Iishment of Indian Railways . 
( d ) " Scheduled Castes " means any of the castes , 

communities, races , sects , etc ., notified as such 

by the President of India (See Appendix IV ) . 
( e ) " Scheduled Tribes " means any castes, com 

munities, races, sects , etc ., notified as such by 

the President of India ( See Appendix V ) . 
3 . The Service shall be recruited by the following 
methods: 
( a ) By appointment of candidates as Special Class 

Apprentices on the results of an examination 
to be held in India in accordance with Part II 
of these Rules .

ENEMY TRADING 
New Delhi, the 28th January 1956 
No. 42 ( 3 ) - TMP ( ET ) / 54 , - In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub - rule ( 1 ) , read with sub - rule (3A ) , 
of rule 114 of the Defence of India Rules , as continued

RULE 3 (A ) . 
8 . An examination for selection of candidates for 
appointment as Special Class Apprentices in the 
Mechanical Engineering & Transportation ( Power ) 
Department of the Superior Revenue Establishment of 
Indian Railways shall be held in India at such times 
and places as may be prescribed in the Notice issued 
by the Commission . Every such notice will when 
possible announce the number of vacancics to be filled 
on the result of the examination , 

7 . The maximum number of candidates to be admit 
ted to the examination may at the discretion of the 
Commission be limited to such number as the Com 
mission may decide . If a limit is imposed and the 
number of candidates exceeds that limit , the Union 
Public Service Commission shall select from among the 
applicants those who shall be admitted to the exami 
nation and shall have regard in so doing to the suita 
bility of the applicants for appointment as Special Class 
Apprentices. 

8 . A candidate for admission to the examination 
must apply before such date , in such form and in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the Commission , 
9 . A candidate must be either 

(i ) a citizen of India , or 
( ii ) a subject of Sikkim , or 
( Ili) a person who has migrated from areas which 

now form Pakistan or from the unliberated 
areas of Jammu and Kashmir with the inten 

tion of permanently settling in India , or 
( lv ) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or 

a former French possession in India 
NOTE 1 . - - The appointment of candidates in categories 
( iii ) and ( iv ) above will be subject to the issue of 
certiAcates of eligibility in their favour by the Gov 
ernment of India . Certificates of eligibility will not , 
however, be necessary in the case of candidates 
belonging to any of the following categories : 
( 1) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

before 13th July , 1948 and have ordinarily 

been resident in India since then . 
(11) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan 

after 18th July , 1948 but before 30th Septem 
ber , 1948 and got themselves registered as 

citizens within the time allowed . 
( 111) Non - citizens who entered service under the 

Government of India before the commence 
ment of the Constitution , viz ., 26th January 
1950 and who have continued in such service 
since then . Any such person who re - entered , 
or may re - enter such service with a break 
after the 26th January 1950 will however 
require certificates of eligibility in the usual 

way . 
NOTE 2 . - A candidate in whose case a certificate of 
eligibility is necessary may be admitted to the exami 
nation and he may also be provisionally appointed 
subject to the necessary certificate being eventually 
issued in his favour by Government. 

10 . No male candidate who has more than one wife 
living shall be eligible for appointment as a Special 
Class Railway Apprentice on the results of this exami 
nation unless the Government of India after being 
satisfied that there are special grounds for doing so , 
exempt him from the operation of this rule . 


11 . A candidate must have attained the age of 10 
years and must not have attained the age of 19 years
